Scientists Try To Tame Faith 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — By late tonight, scientists 
hope to know whether it’s possible to tame a mighty 
hurricane with furious, 120-mile-an-hour winds. 
Hurricane Faith is the unsuspecting guinea pig. 
Scientists attached to Project Stormfury planned 
to seed her with silver-iodide “smoke” today. 
Jets 
from the U.S. naval base at Roosevelt Roads, Puerto 
Rico, were to drop the silver iodide into the tempest­ 
uous wall of the eye. 
The project— the world's first large-scale effort 
to make a hurricane’s fury evaporate— was expected 
to take about 12 hours. 
But Hurricane Faith hovered close to the test 
area boundary. 
Scientists are not yet certain that strange things 
— perhaps even an intensification of the storm— 
might not result from seeding.

Bill To End Canadian Strike 
OTTAWA (UPI)— Prime Minister Lester B. Pear­ 
son has made his big move to end the nation's crip­ 
pling rail strike. Now it’s up to Parliament to act on 
the emergency legislation that could force 110,000 
railway men back to work without a contract settle­ 
ment.

Charter Revisers Say San Rafael 


Mayor Should Serve Four Years 


San Raiael's mayor will be 
elected to a four-year term 
hereafter if city council and 
electorate agree with a pro­ 
posal passed 3-to-2 last night by 
the city’s charter revision com­ 
mittee. 
The mayor now is elected 
every two years, with city 
councilmen 
serving 
four-year 
terms but two of them coming 
up for election each two years. 
Committee members John D. 
La Noue and Leon H. Sigard 
wanted to keep it that way. Last 
week the committee was split 
2-to-2. 
The fifth member, attorney 
Thomas P. Boyd, was present 
Jast night. He broke the tie by 
voting with chairman Roy M. 
M i c h a e l and committeeman 
(Jerald H. Purcell for a four- 
vear mayor’s term. 
Boyd said he would prefer to 
do away with separate election 
of 
the 
mayor, 
electing 
five 
councilmen and having them 
choose one of their number as 
mayor each two years. 
This, 
however, had already been re­ 
jected by the other four com­ 
mitteemen. 
The committee got into an­ 
other controversy last night on 
whether there should be any j 
minimums or maximums on tax 
levies for parks and library 
funds. 
Boyd, a d a ma n t that there 
should be none, went further 
and proposed that the $1 gener­ 
al fund tax limit be eliminated. 
His proposal to eliminate all 
minimums and maximums on 
fax levies lost 4-1, however. 
The 
committee 
then 
voted 
3-to-2. with Boyd and Michael 
opposed, to continue minimums 
on park and library levies. But 
then, none of those who wanted 
the minimums could offer a sug­ 
gestion as to what they would 
be 
The old charter calls for a 
minimum 4-cent tax for parks, 
and .7 of one mill for library. 
Michael pointed out the latter 
would raise just $680 on San 
Rafael's assessed valuation. 
When proponents of a mini­ 
mum levy could offer no sug­ 
gestion. Michael moved that the 


minimum be set at four cents 
for parks and four cents for 
library. 
“ You just got that out of the 
air,” declared Boyd. Michael 
admitted he had. 
Before the roll was called on 
that motion, La Noue moved 
the whole matter of tax rate 
minimums be put over for fur­ 
ther consideration. 
Everyone 
agreed. 
All then agreed, also, not to 
vote again last night on any 
maximums on library and park 
taxes—on which the committee 
also split 2-to-2 last week. 
A new proposal was injected 
by Michael relating to the city’s 
a nnual audit. 
He suggested 
there be a charter provision for 
a “ management audit’’ every 
four years, as well as the annual 
fiscal audit. 
This brought strenuous objec­ 
tion from Boyd, who declared 
it “ brings in some outsider to , 
tell you how to run your city.” i 
However. McGuire said that as 
he read the present charter pro­ 
vision for annual 
audit, it 
seemed to provide for an ap­ 
praisal of management along

Boost Advised 


In San Rafael 


The San Rafael Charter revi­ 
sion committee last night voted 
3-2 to eliminate the charter 
restriction on how much money 
the city can spend for promotion 
and advertising. 


The 1912 charter puts the limit 
at $1,000 per year. To get around 
this in supporting the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce, the city 
council has for two successive 
years hired the chamber to pre­ 
pare an “ economic and business 
report” in return for additional 
funds. Under this guise, the 
chamber receives $5,000 of city 
funds. 
Citv Atty. David Menary has 
called this “ skating on thin ice" j 
from a legal standpoint. 
All five members of the char­ 
ter committee were present al 
last night’s meeting, and all 
agreed the $1,000 limit is inade­ 
quate for a city such as San 
Rafael.

He told the Senate Prepared­ 
ness subcommittee it would be 
no problem to start a war any 
minute that would kill hundreds 
of thousands or “knock out 300 
million people in the first hour.” 
But, he said, the United States 
has been trying since World 
War II to meet aggression with 
a measured response that would 
avoid “sliding down the slippery 
slope that would lead to war.” 
“ We are too powerful to be 
infuriated,” Rusk said. 
He told Sen. Strom Thurmond,

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Second Deck Must Not 


Preclude New Crossing 


Jf the Golden Gate Bridge and High­ 
way District decides to go ahead with 
construction of a second deck on the 
Golden Gate span, there are several 
pitfalls which must be avoided. 
Construction of a second deck should 
be regarded only as an interim meas­ 
ure to relieve immediate traffic con­ 
gestion and should in no way jeopar­ 
dize the ultimate construction of a sec­ 
ond crossing for mass transit. 
Most long range observers conclude 
that the automobile is not the ideal ve­ 
hicle to serve the needs of Marin-to- 
San Francisco commuters. Since rails 
have been ruled off the Golden Gate 
Bridge for safety reasons, some type 
of mass transit over a new crossing 
(either bridge or tube) is absolutely es­ 
sential. 
John C. Beckett, former Marin resi­ 
dent who probably knows as much 
about Marin transit problems as any­ 
one, has privately warned that future 
revenues from the Golden Gate Bridge 
probably will have to be pledged to­ 
ward meeting the cost of a new cross­ 
ing for mass transit. 
Most of the opposition to the pro­ 
posed second deck has come from 
those who believe that highway v e ­ 
hicles and highways cannot solve ur­ 


ban transportation problems. 
These 
opponents have feared that construc­ 
tion of a second deck on the G o l d e n 
Gate Bridge will somehow forestall the 
later construction of a transit crossing. 
As bridge directors consider various 
means of financing the second deck, 
they must make it abundantly clear 
that: 
1. The second deck is only a stop­ 
gap. interim measure to meet the im­ 
mediate traffic crisis. 
2. The ultimate solution to urban 
transportation problems must come 
from a new crossing for mass transit, 
either a bridge or a tube. 
3. Revenues from vehicular cross­ 
ings including the Golden Gate Bridge, 
augmented by a second deck, m u s t 
ultimately be pledged to help pay for 
a rapid transit crossing. 
In other words, second deck financ­ 
ing should not be allowed to tie up all 
of the Golden Gate Bridge revenues, 
which could and should be used for 
subsequent rapid transit facilities over 
another crossing. 
Construction of a second deck on the 
existing span needs to have first prior­ 
ity. but not at the expense of cutting 
off all future bridge revenues in sup­ 
port of a second crossing.

Proposition 16 Poses Question: 


Can You Legislate Morality?

SACRAMENTO (CN S)-The 
problem ol 
whether to vote 
yes or no on Proposition 16 at 
the Nov. 8 election is one that 
will have much argument pro 
and con between now and elee- 
tio dale. 
Proposition 
16 is the only 
initiative to quality this year 
for the ballot. It is a measure 
which seeks to re-write this 
state’s 
anti-obscenity 
laws, 
and is being promoted by an 
organization known as CLEAN, 
in other words, the California 
League Enlisting Action Now. 
The sincerity of those who 


sponsor the initiative cannot 
be questioned. They are con­ 
vinced that the proposed law’ 
will have much to do with 
wiping out the sale of obscene 
reading m atter, which in one 
form or another can be had all 
through the state. 


THE PROBLEM, however. 


raises the old question, which 
is whether either the legisla­ 
ture or the people can legis­ 
late morality. 
Many can recall the abortive 
attempt to accomplish this al­ 
ter World War I, when pro­ 
hibition went into effect. This 
law probably caused more law- 
breaking than any other one 
on the statute book, and re­ 
sulted 
in 
more 
immorality 
than would have occurred had 
the 
18th 
amendment 
never 
gone into effect. 
While the two situations are 
not 
paiallel, 
it nevertheless 
was demonstrated over a per­ 
iod of years that morals and 
personal desires do not make 
good subjects for preventative 
legislation.

AMERICAN C I V I L 
Liberties Union in Northern 
California has declared all-out 
opposition to Proposition 16.

Some Figures 


Need Balancing 


Editor. Independent-Journal: 


In reading your article under 
the headline “ Hospital District 
Ups Employee Pay Scale” I 
cannot 
understand how 
any­ 
one should be permitted to 
write 
about 
figures 
without 
knowing whether or not they 
balance with previous state­ 
ments made on this subject. 


It states in the first para­ 
graph that last night raises 
amounted to $91,980 and in the 
third paragraph it states that 
all raises granted so far would 
amount to $336,428. 


Let us go into the details of 
these figures. Previously we 


had been told that the hospital 


employed 130 nurses and that 


their wages had been raised a 
flat amount of $60 per month. 


This would make it a monthly 
raise of $7,800 and per year 


$93,600. Add to this figure the 
raises granted last night. $91,- 
980. You will get a total for the 


year of $185,580. In your third 
paragraph you show total ex­ 
pense caused by these raises 
of $336,428. An excess of $150,- 
848. 


Now let us examine the In­ 
crease of cost to the patient. 


There are about 200 beds in 
this hospital and a raise of $6 
per day will increase the reve­ 
nue to the hospital by $1,200 
per day or $438,000 per year. 
In your third paragraph you 
state that you can raise onlv 
$328,500. 


I have no idea as to who 
gave these figures to the In­ 
dependent-Journal as a news 
item but it seems to me all 
out of proportion and in fact 
not sustained by facts as pre­ 
viously 
mentioned 
in 
other 
news items. 


There is another item in the 
second paragraph which states 
that the nurses had received 
their raise and therefore were 
not included in this and no 
objection had been made, and 
tiiere were about 30 persons 
in the audience. Nobody states 
as to whether or not they were 
nurses or not. In other words, 
you are trying to convince the 
reader that there may have 
been nurses present. 


It is about time that the 
Grand Jury take cognizance 
that Marin County has a Dis­ 
trict Hospital which is permit­ 
ted by law to cover any deficit 
by taxes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
New York Stock Exchange is 
hitting new lows for 1966 but 
this year has turned into a poli­ 
tical 
bull 
market 
for 
New 
York’s young Democratic sena­ 
tor, Robert F. Kennedy. 
He is being deluged with invi­ 
tations to speak around the 
country in this fall’s political 
campaigns just as the Gallup 
Poll says he is the choice of 
Democrats and 
independents 
for president in 1968. 
Yet, Kennedy, who has made 
a bushel of statements on all 
kinds of issues since his elec­ 
tion in 1964, has been consis­ 
tent in saying he has no inten­ 
tion of being a candidate for 
anything in 1968. 


THIS IS THE position he has 
repeatedly taken: that he sup­ 
ports President Johnson and 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey for renomination and re- 
election in 1968: that he intends 
to run for no office that year; 
that he plans only to run for re- 
election to the Senate in 1970: 
that he has no plans to seek the 
presidency in 1972: and that he 
has no intention of running for 
the vice presidency 
in 
1968. 
But if he campaigns for Dem­ 
ocratic candidates around the 
country this fall—while John­ 
son is doing the same thing— 
both men and the country as a 
whole—will learn a lot about 
their standing with the people. 


DESPITE ALL HIS disclaim­ 
ers about presidential ambi­ 
tions in 1968, Kennedy didn't 
seem to react happily to Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon’s appraisal Tues­ 
day of Kennedy’s chance for 
the presidency two years from 
now. 
The former vice president 
said Kennedy has small chance 
of bouncing Johnson out of the 
No. 1 spot for the Democratic 
nomination in 
1968 but that 


Johnson might want Kennedy 
as his vice-presidential running 
mate, instead of Humphrey. 
Kennedy, hearing of this, said 
“ I’ve never observed that Mr. 
Nixon’s advice was very help­ 
ful 
to 
the 
Republicans, 
let 
alone to the Democrats. I only 
hope my political career will 
survive Mr. Nixon's endorse­ 
ment.”

THIS PRO\ ISION IS an ex­ 
panded version of the Kerr- 
Mills Act providing medical 
care for indigent old people. 
Now it includes the blind, dis­ 
abled. children in families with 
unemployed parents, and oth­ 
ers. The federal government 
reimburses the states for their 
expenditures on the basis of 
a formula ranging from 50 to 
83 per cent. 


When the medicare bill was 
before Congress, it was esti­ 
mated Title XIX charges would 
run around $500 million in the 
first year. It is now evident 
that calculation was wholly un­ 
realistic. 


Of the 19 states that so far 
have put Title XIX programs 
into effect, their estimated cost 
to the federal government will 
be $830 million the first year. 


NEW YORK, the other state, 
has voted a far-reaching pro­ 


gram sponsored by Governor 


Nelson Rockefeller which HEW 


estimates will cost the govern­ 
ment around $700 million, and 


could go as high as $1.4 billion. 


In addition, a number of 
other states have served notice 
thev will put Title XIX pro­ 
grams into operation by the 
Jan. 1 deadline. That means 
still more heavy federal expen­ 
ditures. which alarmed HEW 
authorities fear could total up­ 
wards of $2.5 billion in twelve 
months.

Murphy Fought For Braceros But 


Demos Now Take All The Credit 


Parents Should Help Children 


In Observing Bicycle Regulations 


With the summer drawing to 
a close and the end of the rec­ 
reation program here, the long 
Labor Day weekend approach­ 
ing and the beginning of school 
near, Novato Police Chief Rob­ 
ert Di Grazia has issued a 
warning on bicycle riding. He 
expects it to increase on the 
narrow congested 
Novato 
streets. 
The safety patrol officer Al­ 
bert Mendoza joins him in issu­ 
ing a warning and asking for 
safer bike riding in the city. 


“ THE STATE OF California 
now classifies bicycles as ve­ 
hicles and they are subject to 
the same driving rules as 
cars,” the chief said. Most par­ 
ents are instructing their chil­ 
dren wrong. 
“ They are not supposed to 
ride against the traffic, but 
with it, and obey all the traffic 
laws.” the chief said. Bicycles 
are never allowed on the side­ 
walks, he said. 
Too often parents get bicycles 
for their children and then turn 
them loose without any proper 
instruction, he said. Beginning 
riders who have not fully mas­ 
tered the art of riding a bicycle 
should not be allowed out in the 
traffic. 


OFFICER MENDOZA gives 
lectures and talks to the chil­ 
dren on bicycle safety, but his 
advice is generally forgotten 
when the majority of bicycle 
riders get out together. 
If parents would spend time 
teaching good riding habits to 
their children, the same as they 
do in teacliing them baseball 
or some similar sport, then 
the number of bicycle acci­ 
dents would drop considerably, 
officer Mendoza said. 
Children ought to be taught 
the fundamentals of traffic reg­ 
ulations before they are given 
the use of a bicycle. 


These would include such 
things as riding with the traf­ 
fic, signaling turns, obeying 
stop signs, not darting out in 
Iront of cars or pedestrians, 
and 
generally 
good 
riding 
habits. 


IF THE CHILDREN obey 
these things under their par­ 
ents instructions, the general 
confusion of bicycles and pe­ 
destrians going to and from 
school would form less of a 
hazard to the motorist. 
In the past week we have 
witnessed two near accidents 
involving bicycle riders. In 
one case, a boy drove out of a 
driveway and would have been 
hit by a car except that the 
driver noticed the boy in the 
nick of time and was able to 
swerve the car to avoid him. 
The driver of an oncoming 
car saw the accident about to 
happen and was able to stop in 
time to avoid being hit by the 
swerving car. 


IN THE OTHER case, a bi­ 
cycle rider was passing a slow 
moving car on the right side 
just when that car turned to 
the right. The bicycle rider 
did touch the side of the car, 
but kept going on unhurt after 
the driver stopped the car. 
In both of these cases the 
bicycle rider was clearly at 
fault. Had the rider known and 
obeyed the traffic laws, neither 
case would have cause a near 
accident. 
Good driver training for bi­ 
cycle riders would eliminate a 
lot of bicycle accidents, ofiicer 
Mendoza said. 
“ There would be a lot fewer 
accidents on bicycles in Novato 
if the bicycle riders knew and 
obeyed the traffic laws,” he 
said. And this training, al­ 
though given by the police 
whenever they can, should be 
supplemented with parental in-

Tons Of Marin Gridders Open Practice 


Tons and tons of high school 


boys throughout Marin County 
started getting ready for football 
season yesterday, with Novato 
High School leading the pack in 
numbers. 


The Hornets, defending champs 
of the Marin Athletic League, 
had 112 boys turn out for the 
opening of practice yesterday. 


“ We hardly have any equip­ 
ment left for the freshmen,” said 
head coach A1 Scott, starting his 
first year as head man at No­ 
vato.

Naughty Golfers Caught In Act; 
Better Attend Etiquette Class 


NAUGHTY, NAUGHTY— Last week in this cor­ 
ner we discussed ill manners on the golt course. Slow 
play and ignorance of pasture pool s book of etiquette 
have increased with the popularity of the sport and 
the newcomers especially should be tutored on the 
rules of the road, we concluded. 
Tom McHugh, the pro at San Geronimo, is cru­ 
sading the local drive for better manners among our 
hackers and tomorrow night will introduce the first 
of four skull sessions on etiquette at the San Geroni­ 
mo club. 8 o’clock, all hands welcome. 
Bring your 
wife. Especially. 
To prove his point that some folks just don t 
know how to act on a course, McHugh recently sneak­ 
ed around the San Geronimo and marked a report 
card on several players. 
Here are his observations (only the names have 
been changed— to protect the innocent. I)umb-dee- 
dttmb-dumb): 


“FIRST HOLE: Watched a player hit his third 
shot fat. Took a big divot that he tailed to replace. 
(Tsk-tsk). He walked on the green and fixed his pitch 
mark like he should. Must have blamed the course for 
his bad third shot and complimented same on his 
fourth. Later found out he shot 83 — should know 
better. 


“SECOND HOLE: Player hits second shot in haz­ 
ard. Pulls cart across bridge and begins search for 
ball from green side of hazard. 
Can’t find ball, so 
exits hazard on tee side, drops ball as he should to 
play shot to green, but has to walk all the way across 
the bridge to get a club, back across the bridge to play 
his shot. Wasted a lot of time and effort. (He gets a 
I) minus.) 


“SEVENTH HOLE: Foursome searching for two 
balls 150 yards from green. 
They were completely 
oblivious to the foursome waiting on seventh tee. By 
the time they found the balls and continued play, they 
had created gap of a hole and a half. (Rear-view mir­ 
rors standard equipment on golf carts???) 


“NINTH HOLE: Two players in cart. No. 1 slices 
into driving range; No. 2 hits fine drive left center, 
80 yards from green. They both ride to the slicer’s 
balf again. He hits it up on the green, but now they 
ride all the way back to No. 2’s ball. No. 2 should have 
selected a club prior and walked to his ball and been 
ready to play when his turn came. 
A lot of time 
wasted. 


“TENTH HOLE: Two ladies whose known poten­ 
tial off the tee is 125 yards are waiting to play their 
second shots. The group ahead is on the green— well 
over 200 yards away. Why are they waiting? Answer: 
They were told not to play a shot to a green if there 
was anyone on it. They couldn t have hit that green 
with a cannon. In the meantime, the group behind is 
delayed. 


“FOURTEENTH HOLE: Parked behind green 
and watched three foursomes play the hole. Saw many 
discourtesies. For example: Players stepping in each 
other’s line of putt; moving or walking while another 
is putting; talking; and one fellow hit a shot out of a 
trap and failed to use rake that wasn’t 10 feet away 
to smooth out footprints and blast mark. A member 
in the following group hit a shot into the trap and it 
landed in the footprint. Boy was he mad. 
Couldn’t 
make his next shot—ball was six feet under. 


“EIGHTEENTH HOLE: A guy is 40 yards short 
of green, hits good pitch shot, climbs into cart without 
replacing divot, drives cart to edge of green, walks 
on green and doesn’t even see pitch mark, steps in 
partner s line while marking his ball with scratch 
marks on green. 
After completing hole, he drives 
cart on the perimeter of green all the way around the 
front edge.'' 


WELL, I CAN see where I'm going to be tomor­ 
row night and the following three Wednesday eve­ 
nings—at McHugh's etiquette golf course. I’ve broken 
every one of those rules. 
And I don’t even play golf. See you there.

Shaw came within a step or 
two of being unable to finish the 
game. If he had wandered that

“Sometimes 
a 
pitcher 
only 
acts as if he’s annoyed,” the 33-

veteran 
explained, 
“ but I was sincere about the 
beef. That was strike three in 
my opinion.

“ I called Mays’ first homer," 
said Hodges “ It was off Warren 
Spahn over the roof of the Polo 
Grounds and on the first pitch 
he saw that game. It was his 
first hit in the big leagues”
